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Fire service cuts 
‘put lives at risk* 


PEOPLE’S lives will be at risk 
if major cuts are made to the 
fire and rescue service. 

That’s the message from 
people who are “disgusted” 
with Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service’s plans to save 
£4.2 million over the next four 
years. 

Under the plans, Ely and Soham 
could each lose their second appliance 
- taking them down to just one 
appliance each. Dozens of firefighters 
could also face compulsory redun¬ 
dancy. 

The proposed cuts were announced 
last week and will be put before the 
fire authority today. 

Fire service bosses are adamant Ely 
and Soham’s second appliances will 
only be lost “without creating a 
significant impact on the operational 
resilience of the service”. 

But some say the service is 
“despicable” for even considering 
axing the appliances. 

Graham Mawe, owner of On Par 
Driving Range and Golf Course in Ely, 
which suffered a horrific arson attack 
earlier this year, said: “People’s lives 
will be put at risk if appliances are 
removed. 

“I know there are cuts that need to 
be made but there must be less 
detrimental ways to save cash rather 
than removing frontline services.” 

It has been confirmed that 
Littleport’s appliance will not be 
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removed as it attends more than 120 
calls per year, although Burwell’s could 
also be axed. 

Grenville Goodson, chairman of the 
Littleport Society, said: “I think 
everyone will remember the 
devastating fire we had at Murfitts tyre 
recycling plant in August 2009. 

“That fire saw crews from across the 
region coming together to prevent it 
from spreading into the village. 

“We need every single appliance we 
already have so that if there is another 
huge fire, they can all work together. 
People’s lives are being put at risk here 
and it is despicable.” 

Chris Strickland, deputy chief fire 
officer in Cambridgeshire, is leading 
the service ‘re-design programme’, and 
says Ely and Soham’s second 
appliances could be given a temporary 
reprieve if their removal is deemed to 
have a major impact on the whole 
county’s service. 

Mr Strickland said: “Removing any 
of our appliances is going to have an 
impact on the service we provide and 
we want to examine exactly what that 
impact would be before any are 
removed. 

"We are trying to save as many 
frontline services as we can and have 
identified many non-frontline ways to 
save the millions of pounds we need 
to.”

THE Dean of Ely, the Very 
Revd Dr Michael Chandler, 
will retire in September, it 
has been announced. 

Dr Chandler will wave 
goodbye to Ely Cathedral 
on September 30 after 
eight years in the post. 

Speaking about his 
departure, he said: “It will 
be a wrench to leave Ely, 
this beautiful cathedral 
and the wonderful com¬ 
munity here, but we shall 
hope to keep in touch with 
our many friends in the 
city and neighbourhood.” 

He and his wife, Janet, 
will be moving to Whit- 
stable in Kent. 

Dr Chandler came to Ely 
from Canterbury Cathedral 
where he had served as 
canon treasurer. 

During his time as dean, 
much work has been done 
to continue the improve¬ 
ments and maintenance of 
the cathedral and its 
precincts, which began 
with the great restoration 
of the 1990s when £12 
million had to be raised to 
fund urgent repairs to the 
building. 

It is not known when Dr 
Chandler’s successor will 
be named. The new dean 
will be a Crown appoint¬ 
ment and announced by 
Downing Street.

Speaking to the Weekly News, Nato, who 
has won every single one of his 117 fights 
in the last 33 years, said: “This project is 
not just about kicking and punching.

“This has proved to be so successful at 
Witchford Village College and other 
schools, including The Harbour School in 
Wilburton and Ely St Mary’s Primary.

SHOCKED shop wor¬ 
kers and customers 
dialled 999 after three 
men “exposed their 
bottoms’’ at a super¬ 
market. 

Police were called to Tesco 
in Angel Drove, Ely, following 
reports that three men had 
revealed their rear assets for 
all to see. 

Whilst en route to the store, 
officers saw three men who 
fitted the witnesses’ descrip¬ 
tions walking up Forehill 
towards Ely’s Market Place 
and stopped them. 

Two members of the group 
were Cathal Brown, 18, and 
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20-year-old Leigh Statham. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, 
said: “It was clear all three 
were under the influence of 
alcohol. 

“At 11.45pm they were 
stopped and the police told 
them to leave the area. 

“The officers went back to 
the police station but at 
12.05am a CCTV officer called 
them to say they were back in 
the area and trying to get into 
the Townhouse pub in Market 
Street. 

“The police were driving 
down Market Street when 


they saw Brown come 
running out of an alleyway.” 

Both Brown, of The 
Orchards, Sutton, and 
Statham, of High Barns, Ely, 
were arrested for failing to 
comply with the police 
officers’ direction. 

Brown appeared at Cam¬ 
bridge Magistrates’ Court last 
Thursday and pleaded guilty 
to failing to comply with the 
direction of a police con¬ 
stable. 

Statham was due to appear 
at the courthouse but failed to 
attend and a warrant was 
issued for his arrest. 

Unrepresented in court, 
Brown said: “I can’t remember 


showing my bottom and 
honestly don’t think I would 
have done that. 

“I certainly wouldn’t want 
to see it and I’m sorry to 
anyone who did witness that. 

“I’ve been drinking a lot 
recently and have been going 
over the top with it but now 
I’m really trying to calm down 
and sort myself out.” 

Brown, who has more than 
£300 in outstanding fines to 
pay for previous offences 
including drink driving, 
driving without insurance and 
criminal damage, was fined a 
further £75. He must also pay 
£85 court costs and £15 victim 
surcharge.

The latest fundraising 
event was a charity gig at 
Deans in Ely last Friday 
which raised £958. 

Ely resident Gary Creak 
decided to support die fund 
in memory of his mum, 
who was also cared for by 
the hospice, before she died 
in fanuary. 

Mr Barnes, of West Fen 
Road, Ely, said: “I cannot 
believe how much support 
the fund has received - it’s 
hard to put into words how 
thankful I am to every 
single person who is 
helping to raise the money.” 


Killer mother Is 
told to pay £27k 
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KILLER mum Rekha 
Kumari-Baker has failed 
to pay £27,500 towards 
the cost of her trial, the 
Weekly News can reveal. 

The evil 41-year-old, who 
stabbed her teenage daughters 
to death in 2007, has now been 
given just two weeks to pay the 
money. 

If she fails to pay the courts, 
she will be taken to the High 
Court in London, where she 
could be forced to pay much 
more. 

Kumari-Baker was sentenced 
to a minimum of 33 years in jail 
in September 2009 after she was 
found guilty of murdering her 
daughters Davina, 16, and 
lasmine, 13. 

She stabbed Davina 37 times 
and lasmine 29 times with 
kitchen knives as they slept in 
their beds at their family home 
in The Crofters, Stretham, on 
lune 13, 2007. 

Kumari-Baker was also 
ordered to pay £27,500 towards 
the cost of her lengthy trial when 
she was sentenced, with the cash 
expected to come from the sale 
of the house.

But even though the property 
has now been sold, the money 
still has not been paid. 

Kumari-Baker appeared at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court 
last Thursday via video link 
from Peterborough prison. 

District judge Ken Sheraton 
told her: “You have 14 days to 
speak to your legal advisors and 
make representations. 


“If nothing has been done by 
the end of those 14 days, we will 
send proceedings to the High 
Court.” 

Kumari-Baker replied: “I 
understand. I will seek further 
assistance from my legal team.” 

The Crown Prosecution 
Service had originally asked for 
costs totalling £47,359 but 
because Kumari-Baker only has 
remaining assets of around 
£30,000, she was ordered to pay 
£27,500. 

She was awarded the property 
in Stretham in her divorce from 
David Baker, the girls’ father, on 
the understanding she would 
care for the children. 

It was sold at auction 
following her arrest. 

Kumari-Baker, a waitress, 
admitted the manslaughter of 
her daughters on the grounds of 
diminished responsibility, but 
had denied murder. 

However, a jury convicted her 
of two counts of murder after 
deliberating for just 35 minutes. 

Prosecutors said she carried 
out the murders to “wreak 
havoc” on ex-husband. 

The Parole Board will not 
consider Kumari-Baker for 
release until 2040, when she will 
be 72.

Finance call for 
blighted villages 


VILLAGES deluged by 
lorries could soon be given 
extra cash to fund road and 
infrastructure improve¬ 
ments. 

For years, residents in 
communities including Sutton, 
Haddenham, Wilburton and 
Mepal, have had to put up with 
aggregate-laden HGVs using their 
roads and passing by their homes. 

It has been a contentious issue 
for years and last year, transport 
bosses at Cambridgeshire County 
Council made new agreements 
with three major companies - 
Mick George Ltd, M Dickerson Ltd 
and Donarbon Ltd - to re-route 
their lorries and make drivers 
steer clear of the villages. 

The agreement has taken 
hundreds of lorries off the village 
routes but not got rid of them 
altogether. 

Now, Steve Barclay, MP for 
North East Cambridgeshire, wants 
villages affected by lorries 
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carrying aggregates, such as sand 
and gravel, to receive money from 
the Government’s aggregate levy 
to benefit their communities. 

The aggregate levy was 
introduced in 2002, imposing a 
tax to make rock, gravel and sand 
extraction better reflect its 
environmental cost. 

It costs £2 per tonne and will 
increase to £2.10 per tonne from 
April 1, 2012 - however all the 
money collected goes directly to 
the Treasury 

Mr Barclay is calling for more of 
the cash to be handed over to 
villages in his constituency. 

He said: “Local villages like 
Sutton and Mepal suffer the 
consequences of aggregate 
extraction in terms of more lorries 
on our roads. 

“Yet they do not reap any of the 
benefits, since all the tax revenue 
goes to the Treasury 


“I think some of this levy should 
go to the communities impacted 
by aggregate extraction. 

“The increase in the aggregate 
levy from 2012 gives the Treasury 
more scope to fund local road 
improvements. 

“It strikes me as reasonable for 
some of this revenue to be shared 
with the communities most 
affected.” 

Mr Barclay sat as a backbench 
MP on the Finance Bill in 
Parliament last Thursday and 
voiced his concerns. 

In response to Mr Barclay's 
intervention, the Exchequer 
Secretary to the Treasury agreed 
to instruct officials to investigate 
the issue and write to the MP, 
including disclosing the scale of 
revenue currently raised. 

The minister also agreed to 
review the forecast tax the 
Treasury will receive given the 
planned increase in the aggregate 
levy combined with proposed 
increases in aggregate extraction 
in the Fens.

With their big day looming on 
fune 11, Miss Richens, 28, visited 
the shop last week to pay the 
remaining £100 of their bill but 
turned up to find it was empty 
and a ‘to let’ sign over the door. 

The couple, who have eight 
children between them, had 
already paid £109 towards their 
bill and, because the shop’s

owner gave them no warning 
about the closure, they have not 
been refunded. 

Since then, more people, 
including bride-to-be Vicky 
Sangster, of Pond Lane, Little 
Downham, have come forward 
voicing their fury. 

Miss Sangster, 30, who is 
marrying Mark Dean, 33, on 
September 24, had booked The 
Gift Box to decorate the Ely Beet 
Club for the party after their 
wedding. 

She had already paid a £50 
deposit and had a further £103 
to pay when she read about the 
closure in the paper. 

She said: “I can’t believe 
someone can do this to people. 

“The owner must have known 
that they were going to close yet 
still took money from people 


and pretended everything would 
be OK. 

“I’ve been in touch with 
Trading Standards and I would 
urge anyone who’s been caught 
out like we have to do the same 
so that some sort of action can 
be taken. 

“We want our money back and 
we want answers.” 

Robert Barnes, of West Fen 
Road, Ely, has been left £50 out 
of pocket following the closure. 

Mr Barnes, who launched the 
Lisa Barnes Memorial Fund last 
year in memory of his wife, Lisa, 
who died of cancer, ordered £50 
of helium just a week before the 
shop closed ready to fill balloons 
for some of his charity nights. 

Mr Barnes said: “I feel really 
upset. The owner knew all about 
the memorial fund as I’d bought 
helium from there before.” 

No one from The Gift Box was 
available for comment.

Last week’s photograph 
caused memories to 
come flooding back for 
former Ely firefighter Alan 
Parr. 

Mr Parr, who is pictured 
holding the clipboard, 
recognised his old 
colleagues Richard 
White, known locally as 
“Chalky”, and Michael 
Jordan, who was known 
as “George”. 

The picture was taken in 
Ely in December 1989 
and shows the firefighters 
with a petition they 
launched over major cuts 
that were being proposed 


to Cambridgeshire’s fire 
service. 

The then Mayor of Ely, Cllr 
Percy Powles, also 
pictured, was one of the 
first people to sign the 
petition. Mr Parr, who 
retired from the fire 
service in 1994, and now 
works as a health and 
safety officer at East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, said: “I couldn’t 
believe it when I saw the 
picture. 

“It was brilliant to see the 
picture in the paper.” 



Why can’t we 
have a crossing? 

Sir, We’ve had another near miss 
crossing Downham Road. My son, 
aged 6, was cycling on the path on 
Downham Road when we came up to 
the raised hump to cross the road. 

A number of cars had stopped to let 
some families across but we were not 
close enough to cross with them, so 
we slowed down. 

As we approached the hump, the car 
on the far side was still waiting to let us 
cross but the cars on the nearside did 
not. As the car on the nearside passed 
my son started to cross the road as it 
was clear but the car on the far side, 
which had been waiting, started to 
drive over the crossing. 

Luckily we stopped and so did the car, 
and we crossed the road safely but this 
just highlights how confusing this 
humped section is for pedestrians and 
drivers. There are no clear markings 
and with some cars treating it as a 
crossing and others not, it is just a 
matter of time before there is a serious 
accident. 

I really do not understand why the 
council cannot make this a zebra 
crossing so it is clear for all users. Why 
have they allowed them around the 
King’s School but not the state 
schools? 

I am also concerned I am giving my 
son very mixed messages in terms of 
road safety, where not only do you 
have to wait for cars to pass and the 
road to be clear before you cross, or 
use a crossing, but that on the way to 
school only you can cross on a speed 
hump and have to watch to see if the 
drivers of cars wave you across.

The narrow 
boats on the river were also of great 
interest but they were disappointed 
at the amount of litter, which is 
unkown in Japan. The awful 
eyesore of a building spewed up in 
the 60s at the corner of Broad Street 
and Back Hill, which functions as 
accountants’ offices beside the 
council car park - how did this get 
passed in a medieval town? And 
that the council were planning to 
pull down the exquisite art deco 
water tower at the hospital, and 
that the court house was itself in 
danger. It’s bad enough when the 
council allows infill buildings in 
inappropriate modern styles, but to 
lose these architectural gems would 
be a tragedy. 

Finally, my visitors wanted to see 
Cambridge and, not wanting to 
take a large coach through the 
narrow streets, we went by train - 


big mistake. The fares were 
exorbitant and the lead visitor said 
all future groups would travel by 
coach. 

We need to work together to 
preserve the town’s character. We 
can increase our visitors numbers 
and we will all gain. Can I also 
suggest a Japanese church service 
in the cathedral at some point in 
the summer?

Quantum Touch 
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woman punched medics 


Drunk 

AN alcoholic has been 
ordered to pay compensation 
to two paramedics after she 
punched them in the face.

Police were called to the store and 
Skipp, of Northumbria Close, 
Haddenham, was arrested. 

At the police station, another 
paramedic, Kate Hawksworth, was 
called as officers were concerned 
Skipp was about to have an epileptic 


fit. Miss Hawksworth arrived, Skipp 
started to hyperventilate and she 
then lashed out at her, catching her in 
the right eye with her fist, the court 
heard. 

Skipp appeared at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court last Thursday and 
pleaded guilty to two charges of 
common assault. 

Elfreda Sarfo, mitigating, said: “My 
client does have a drink problem and 
leads a rather lonely life. On that day, 


she had agreed to meet her 16-year- 
old daughter at Tesco and drunk the 
brandy for Dutch courage to get 
there. 

“She cannot recall her actions but 
has been shown them on CCTV and is 
extremely upset with herself.” 

Skipp has been made subject to a 
12-month conditional discharge and 
must pay £100 compensation to 
Claire Dunham and £50 compen¬ 
sation to Karen Hawksworth.

ECDC is now in the process of 
adopting the play park. 

Mum-of-two Katie Chapman, of 
Morley Drive, said: “It was brilliant 
to see children, including my own, 
letting off steam in the play area 
over the weekend. 

“It’s horrible when a lovely 
facility like that is on your 
doorstep but you can’t use it.” 

Anthony Criswell, of Murfitt 
Close, said: “I’m sure a lot of 
people are saying this should have 
been opened months ago. 

“But at least it’s open now and 
youngsters are able to make the 


most of it. I know my children are 
happy it’s open that’s for sure.” 

ECDC insists that they have 
been in “constant negotiations” 
with Taylor Wimpey about 
adopting the play area. 

A spokesman said: “Since the 
park was built we have been in 
constant negotiations with the 
developer to let us take over the 
facility so it can be opened up for 
children and the community to 
use. 

“We hope their decision to open 
it will mean they are set to 
complete the outstanding paper 
work so we can adopt the play area 
as soon as possible. 

A spokeswoman for Taylor 
Wimpey added: “We are now close 
to completing formal adoption 
procedures with East 
Cambridgeshire District Council.”

OUSTED council leader 
Fred Brown’s plans to 
scrap evening com¬ 
mittee meetings are set 
to be thrown out by the 
authority’s new leader. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, leader of 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, wants to go back to 
holding certain committee 
meetings outside the 
authority’s office hours to 
enable more members of the 
public to have their say. 

Mr Brown, who failed to win 
back his seat in the recent 
elections, came under fire 
earlier this year after he 
proposed a motion, which was 
approved, to hold all 
committee meetings during 
the council’s office hours only 

Residents were in uproar 
over the proposals, which 
were set to come into force 
later this month, and believed 
it was his way of preventing 
them from speaking up over 
local issues. 

But now Cllr Moakes, who

became council leader on 
Tuesday, is proposing a 
motion to return meetings to 
their original times to make 
them more accessible to the 
public. 

He said: “When I was out 
and about during the recent 
election campaign, many 
people asked me why we were 
changing the times of 
committee meetings. 

“Many of these people told 
me how keen they were to 
attend meetings and hear the 


discussions and debates 
which took place at the 
council but due to work or 
family commitments would 
simply be unable to attend 
meetings during the day 

“It is very important that 
we, as councillors, can 
demonstrate that we are 
working for our council tax 
payers and serving their 
needs. 

“If we are to be open and 
transparent we must ensure 
that people have the chance to 
see democracy in action - this 
is why we are proposing to 
return our meetings to times 
of the day and evening that 
many can attend.”

Author focuses on rail history

PIRATES OF THE CARRIBEAN: 
ON STRANGER TIDES

JOHNNY Depp’s impressive 
resume is littered with oddballs 
- from the heartbreaking title 
role in Edward Scissorhands 
and iconic B-movie director Ed 
Wood to a creepily childlike 
Willy Wonka and the maddest 
Hatter ever to grace Alice’s 
Wonderland. 

Yet of all his roles, he is 
probably best known as seadog 
Jack Sparrow in the Pirates Of 
The Caribbean films. 

Alas, if the third chapter of the 
series, At World’s End, was a 
water-logged bore, On Stranger 
Tides is moored in similar 
shallows, almost capsizing 
during an uneventful middle 
section that should have been 
edited to take the running time 
below two hours. 

The introduction of 3D doesn’t 
help either, making scenes 
seem darker, including a night¬ 
time attack by a school of 
mermaids that is a whirl of 
digital gloom. 

This time, Jack (Depp) joins 
forces with Barbossa (Geoffrey 
Rush) to locate the Fountain Of 
Youth: one of the world’s last 


undiscovered treasures. The 
quest becomes more perilous 
when Jack is forced aboard the 
Queen Anne’s Revenge, 
captained by legendary pirate 
Blackbeard (Ian McShane), who 
is also seeking the fountain, 
aided by his daughter, Angelica 
(Penelope Cruz). 

Using all his guile, Jack must 
outwit Blackbeard and Angelica 
and reach the Fountain before 
his rivals. 

En route, he crosses paths with 
rotund King George II (Richard 
Griffiths) and a hunky priest 
(Sam Claflin), whose attraction 
to one of the mermaids (Astrid 
Berges-Frisbey) tests his faith. 
Pirates Of The Caribbean: On 


Stranger Tides starts off 
promisingly with a fast-paced 
sequence in London. 

Once the film takes to the water, 
the plot springs leaks and the 
screen chemistry between Cruz 
and Depp surprisingly never 
catches light. 

McShane is a woefully 
ineffectual villain while Rush 
seems to be daydreaming of 
happier times on The King’s 
Speech. 

Depp is still funny but even his 
considerable talent cannot keep 
an entire blockbuster afloat. The 
film runs aground courtesy of 
Marshall’s plodding direction 
and a lifeless script.

Focusing on grassroots issues 


M owing the 

lawn becomes 
a weekly job 
as spring turns to 
summer, so it’s 
important to choose the 
right model for the job. 

With this in mind, some 
33 models of three different 
types of mower were tested 
by Which? Gardening to 
find the best type, taking 
into account ease of use, 
cutting effectiveness and 
comfort of the handles and 
controls. 

Some 17 corded electric 
mowers were tested, 
ranging from wheeled 
rotary types with four 
wheels, sometimes with a 
rear roller, to hover mowers 
which float on a cushion of 
air. 

In trials it was found that 
wheeled types were best for 
a typical family lawn of up 
to 150 square metres, but if 
you need an extension lead 
longer than 25m, a small 
petrol mower might be 
worth considering. 

Testers rated each mower 
on its ability to cope with 
different types of grass, 
how it managed lawn edges 
up to a soil border and the 
capacity of the grass box. 

Each mower was also 
rated for ease of use, 
including how easy it was 
to empty the grass

collector, adjust the handle 
and cutting heights, push in 
straight lines and round 
corners and turn the mower. 

Among the best buy 
corded electric mowers 
were the Bosch Rotak 40 
Ergoflex (£170), with its 
new-style adjustable 
handles and lawn combs 
which cut up to a lawn 
edge, and the Wolf-Garten 
Power Edition 37E (£219), 
a nippy and manoeuvrable 
mower, which tackled long, 
damp and rough grass with 
ease. 

Petrol mowers come into 
their own on lawns more 
than 150 square metres, as 
you don’t need power 
sockets or extension leads. 
They tend to be better for 
tackling longer grass and 
areas of rough grass and 
meadow. 

In this category, the 
Honda Izy (£350) came out 
tops, being easy to start and 
user friendly. It cut quickly 
and effectively on the test 


lawns, coping with long, 
short and rough grass well. 
The only drawbacks are the 
weight and stiff height 
adjusters, testers found. 

Also high among the 
petrol mowers was the 
Hayter Spirit (£270), a 
sleek, robust mower that 
coped with all the lawn 
tests and has an easy-to- 
clean plastic deck. 

None of the cordless 
mowers trialled achieved 
best buy status because the 
battery only allows you to 
cut for a limited period 
before it needs recharging. 

The Bosch 34 Li nearly 
made it, but the battery 
only lasted 15 minutes, 
enough to cut 150 square 
metres in the test. 

It takes an hour to 
recharge, which testers felt 
was limiting, and a spare 
battery costs £150. 

Among the best buy 
mowers for small lawns, 
taking into account 
manoeuvrability in cutting 
a typical small family lawn, 
the Flymo Venturer (£65) 
came out the top scorer 
overall, leaving a neat 
finish and was extremely 
easy to move. 

It was also light and 
easy to carry, had a 
reasonable grass collector 
and comfortable switches.

Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

The former King’s School Ely pupil said: 
“I was just doing calf raises off a box 
that looked stable, but it wasn’t and 
after three or four reps I had 90kg come 
down and it tore my meniscus. 

“I had the operation within 48 hours 
and after a day off, I was back training 
again - there’s a lot you can do with 
one leg. 

“I was weight-bearing straight away and 
was running again within a few weeks, 
so I was able to carry on doing all the 
other training. 

“Having been through it all with my hip 
(another freak injury suffered on the 
way to victory at last year’s UK 
Championships), this was quite easy to 
deal with in comparison, but it’s just the 
life of an athlete. 

“I didn’t think I was accident-prone 
before this and the hip, and hopefully 
we won't have any more of these. 

“But if something happens again in the 
next 12 months, I know the mental state 
you have to be in to get over injuries 
and I’m quite experienced in 
rehabilitation.” 

Sayers said she is fully fit to face the

challenge of competing for Great 
Britain at the European Team 
Championships in Stockholm 
next month. 

She said: “That’s going to be my first or 
second competition this year and I’m 
looking forward to it, with the world 
championships in Korea coming after 
that in September. 

“That will be a big stepping stone for 
me because Beijing doesn’t seem like 
five minutes ago and London is going to 
come around very quickly. 

“If you look at it that it’s 32 hours a week 
training for just one day, it’s quite scary, 
so you just give your best every day and 
enjoy the training.” 
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
